J. H. MILLER BELIEVED TO HAVE 


COMMITTED SUICIDE. 


A Rancher Dragged to Death by a 
Bronco Horse, and a Team- 
| ater 85 a Runaway Mule.

PHOENIX, Sept. 12.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) A verdict was rendered 
today by the coroner’s jury over the 
remains of the late Jay. Miller. It is 
not very definite, not saying whether 
death was the result of suicide or 
homicide. The verdict as found in part 
was: We find the deceased was named 
Jay H. Miller, a native of California, 
aged about 29 years, and that he came 
to his death September 7, 1895, between 
the hours of 10 and 10:30 o'clock, p. m., 
in this county, by a pistol wound in the 
head.“ 


Conroy, accused of the murder of 
Miller, is at liberty. His testimony 
was sufficient to set him free. Since he 
testified there has been considerable 
reversion of feeling in his favor. The 
general belief now is that Miller died 
At his own hands. The later cestimuny 
responsible for this feeling is as fol- 
lows: Conroy testified that he and 


after which he left Miller. When 
about thirty feet away he heard two 
shots. Finding that Miller had shot 
himself he rushed to the nearest drug 
store to telephone for Dr. Ifelm. The 
day of his death Miller had been drink- 
ing heavily. Mrs. Conroy said that 
Miller had a room at the Conroys’ 
house, up to two months ago. While 
under the influence of drink there he 
had exhibited poison for suicidal pur- 
poses. Dr. Helm testified that he had 
once found Miller suffering from ar- 
senical poisoning. Deceased admitted 
to the witness that every time he got 
drunk he felt like killing himself. 
DRAGGED TO DEATH. 

James T. Lynch, a rancher, fourteen 
miles out, met a horrible death there 
yesterday morning. At 6 a.m. he went 
to a large pasture to capture a bronco 
horse. A rope was thrown about the 
animal’s neck, at which it kicked and 
plunged and ran. In some manner the 
rope had become caught around Mr. 
Lynch’s wrist in a half-hitch. When. 
the horse started the rope was tight- 
ened on the unfortunate man’s hand. 
He was jerked from his feet and 
dragged. The slip-knot was kept taut. 
and never loosened. Away went the 
panic-stricken horse, dragging Lynch 
and jerking him along at a terrific 
speed. Life was not long in the man 
after they started. One of the plunges 
caused him to strike on his head in 
such a manner as to »reak his neck. 
Half a mile had been covered ty the 
two before the horse was stopped. An 
employee of Lynch, named ‘Tyler, after 
a hard chase; headed off the animal. 
When released Lynch was dead. He 
was horribly bruised. In cddition to 
his neck being broken, his left eye was 
torn out and his head cut badly. =

TUCSON. 


TUCSON, Sept.  12.—(Regular Corre- 
spordence.) Mrs. Sheehan, wife of 
Thomas Sheehan, murdered a few days 
ago at Harshaw, failed to appear at 
the preliminary examination ot Law- 
rence Lemon, before Justice Meyer. 
The examination was continued - until 
Wednesday that her evidence might be 
obtained. She proved an obdurate wit- 
ness. The conviction of Lemon proves 
her an unfaithful wife, and she evi- 
dently had no. intention of convicting 
herself as such. The case came up 
and the usual preliminary questions 
were asked and promptly answered. 
She told when she was married, how 
long she had known her husband and 
his slayer. But when the District-At- 
torney began to press the salient points 
of the case, she had one answer for 
all questions, Where were you the 
night -your husband was shot?” she 
was asked. I decline to answer,“ she 
replied. Other questions of the case 
wefe asked, and through them all she 
had but the one stereotyped reply, de- 
clining to tell anything. She 8 
to say whether she saw Lemon that 
night, where she was at the time of 
the shooting, how many shots were 
fired—in fact, all that might directly 
concern her own fair name in the case. 
The District-Attorney moved that the 
woman be committed for contempt 
of court. The court informed her that 
she must answer the questions, unless 
they would incriminate her in the mur- 
der committed: Still she declined. She 
was then committed to jail for twenty- 
four hours, and the examination was 
continued to the next day. Then came 
an effort for the release of the stub- 
born witness. A writ of habeas cor- 
pus was brought before Court Com- 
missioner Chalmers. The attorney for 
the woman, J. H. Martin, argued that 
the magistrate had no power to commit 
for contempt; that his jurisdiction 
ceased with the examination last Sat- 
urday, and the proceedings of yester- 
day were no in court. Dist. 
Atty. Lovell said the adjournment was 
reguiar, and had taken place according 
to the statutes. The willingness of the 
defense to waive further proceedings 
was not binding upon the prosecution. 
While the examination had not been 
concluded, and Lemon held, the com- 
missioner said that the, dying declara- 
tion of Sheehan was sufficient to hold 
him, without the woman’s evidence. 
He, therefore, ordered the woman dis- 
missed from custody. As it devolves 
on the committing magistrate to pro- 
nounce on the sufficiency of the evi- 
dence, Dist.-Atty. Lovell was very 
wroth at the decision. Later, he stated 
that the woman was released because 
of political influence of her friends. 
He, therefore, at once set about de- 
posing the commissioner. Something 
is likely to drop in Tucson, growing 
out of this case, on the return of Judge 
Bethune. from Prescott, and perhaps 
before. At the continuation of the case 
the woman was held in the sum of 
$500 to appear before the grand jury 
and testify in the case. The bonds 
were promptly ‘forthcoming, and the 
woman ‘was released. 


A MISER’S. EFFECTS. 
The effects of the miser Valentine 
Hermes, who was found dead in his 


Particular 
search was made-for money, but none 
was found. Throughout the effects, 
however, were references to mone 
loaned. His papers dated back to 1 
when his capital was 31200.

Rev. A. W. Wilson, bishop of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South, 
preached to a large congregation at the 
Unity Church yesterday at 11 a.m. 

After the opening prayer, offered by 
Rev. T. J. Duncan, presiding elder of 
this district, the bishop read the scrip- 
ture lessons, and then, taking his text 
from John xvi, 14-15, delivered a stir- 
ring sermon upon the absolute domin- 
jon of the Son of God over all things in 
heaven and earith. 

The speaker began with a picture of 
the impressive scene of the utterances 
quoted, the . disciples grouped around 
the table at the last supper; the con- 
straint which prevailed umtil the traitor 
had gone forth upon his dark errand, 
and the glorious outburst of exhorta- 
tion with which the Master then com- 
forted and encouraged His’ own, hold- 
ing back nothing which they could 
bear, and arming them for their super- 
human task of revolutionizing the 
world and of establishing human 
thought upon a higher basis than any 
hitherto dreamed of. 
difficulties and disad- 
vantages were to be encountered; per- 
secution and martyrdom were to be the 
lot of all, yet there was no possibility 
of failure or disaster, for the great work 
belonged to the divine order of things, 
not to the achievements wrought by 
mere human power. | 

In the promise that the Comforter 
would: come into the world ‘was fore- 
shadowed the conviction of truth that 
would advance, step by step, until the 
light should be universal, and the truth 
of Christianity triumphant. At the 
end of the solemn warning and high 
encouragement came the magnificent 
assertions of the personality of the Son 
of God, amd the startling utterance: 
“I am the way, and the truth, and the 
are man cometh to the Father but 

y 

Following out the train of thought, 
the bishop spoke of the transient nature 
of all philosophy, and of the vain striv- 
ings after truth, which ended only in 
lame and mutilated conclusions, until 
the great light of Christianity came 
into the world. All science and philos- 
ophy are but mental discipline, said 
the speaker, and God's nature and 
meaning can never be arrived at by 
any process from below upward. All 
things are in Him alone, and when men 
arrive at a full understanding of the 
mission of tthe Christ, they will never 
substitute the reasonings of the schools 
and human dogmas for the Godhead. 

The bishop then proceeded to de- 
nounce the creeds, which merely put 
Christ at the head of a reformatory de- 
partment in this world, and again em- 
Phatically dwelt upon the universality 
of His dominion. 

This world is but a place of discipline, 
and a school for the new and higher 
life When its work is done, it will be 
replaced by a new heaven and a new 
earth, and all shall unite in glorifying 

In conclusion, the speaker drew a 

picture of the boundless ex- 


| tent of the heritage of Christ, begin- 


ning with the birth of time, and sweep- 


future of eternity with its infinite pos- 
sibilities, when all things shall be in 


the Godhead alone.

We have by her- 
itage certain qualities of character, or, 
rather, of principle, which may be de- 
veloped for good. You are not respon- 
sible for your eyes, or your ears, your 
hands or your feet, but you are respon- 
sible for the way you use them. For 
the at question of reformation there 
is adequate power in Jesus Christ, that 
can reform the character of man in his 
daily life so as to make this perfect 
man, The normal condition of man is 
adverse to this perfect man: Man is 
not under law, he is not under destiny, 
only so far as law or destiny is con- 
‘trolled by his environments and his vo- 
lition, for man is in most part, the.. 
master of his own destiny. This is the 
mission of Jesus Christ: Get rid of thy 
‘perverted nature, put on the new man. 
Job, after the counsel of his three 
‘friends, rose to the full stature of the 
perfect man God had declared him to 
be, and said, Though He slay me, yet 
will I trust Him.”

church. Common. sense and reason 
teach us that the bread and the wine 
of the Eucharist are not changed into 
the literal flesh and blood of Christ. 
Kings claimed divine rights, but the 
“King’s arrow“ is no longer - 
the best trees in America. The col- 
onies rose up in might and power and 
demonstrated that King George did 
not ruje by divine right. Neither can 
any church, Protestant or Catholic, 
rise up and say with truthfulness, “We 
are supreme.“ The church that has 
the most of the spirit of Christ is most 
supreme, though no one church has a 
right to lord it over another. 

Reason can not altogether be the test 
of divine truth. Our much-esteemed 
friend, Rev. Eli Fay, D.D., has just is- 
sued a pamphlet on Reason in Re- 
ligion,” which contains many sensible 
things, but the claim he makes that 
reason is the Supreme and ultimate 
test of divine touch can not be sus- 
tained. Logie has its place. Reason is 
one of God’s lights, and by it we search 
for revelation itself. Reason is not su- 
preme, however, for the function of 
truth is to enlighten reason. Truth is 
the sun and reason is the planet. The 
planet disappears when the sun mounts 
che heavens, R n is subordinate to 
the revealed and cannot be made 
a test. Like acid, reason may test the 
gold of truth, but it cannot become the 
truth. Finite man can not fully com- 
prehend an infinite God. Man, by sin 
and error has his moral perceptions 
dimmed, hig reason warped and his 
judgment unbalanced, consequently he 
must look higher for a guide. 

Intellectual searching does not find 
out God; spiritual truth does not yield 
to logic; you can not measure perfume 
by @ yardstick or music by a half- 
bushel. There may be and are logical 
steps and rational processes ‘in the 
progress of the soul toward God and 
truth, but God is not found in the 
heart by digesting history or weighing 
decisions, nor by the researches of 
science. These ail have their legiti- 
mate place and are not to be despised, 
but the true knowledge of God is a 
love affair, and while some love 
affairs are the most unreagonable 
things in the world, nevertheless there 
is heaven in them, Knowledge of God 
is a thing of the heart, and not of the 
head. The intellect filters through the 
heart, so to speak; logic has nothing ta 
do with it. Intuitions are better than 
institutes. 

The ultimate test of divine truth is 
the spirit of God. If we have not the 
spirit we are none of His. The spirit 
is the great search-light of truth. If 
we have the fruit of the spirit, such 
as love, Joy, peace and faith, we may 
rest assured that we have the ultimate 
test. Love searches the deep things of 
God, and love is shed abroad in our 
hearts by the spirit. Love teaches us 
to “believe all things, hope all things,”

This question does not come to us 
with the surprise of a new thought. 
Is what we call death“ a final period 


in the story of existence,’ or is it im- 


ply an incident? After life’s fitful day, 
is it going to be all night and all ob- 
liviousness in sleep? 

Is the Nirvana of unconscious repose 
the highest heaven for a rational crea- 
ture to expect? So universally is the 
question asked! Now, it ismot hard to 
discover the causes that suggest and 
enforce this question. If there were 
no other cause, it would yet be asked 
with intense interest, by reason of the 
love of life which is inherent in all 
sentient creatures. There is something 
ineffably sweet in simply living. - 

But there is in man a special reason 
for wanting to live, It is because man 
is capable of loving that life appears 
to him what it is, the most precious 
of all possessions. The chasm between 
life and death is bridged, and the an- 
gels of hope are the bright messengers 
that affection sends from our shore 
to the shore beyond. And then there 
is ever coming up to enforce this ques- 
tion the sense of the appreciation of 
the fitness of things. A thing so essen- 
tially good as lifé in @ rational crea- 
ture cannot cease go suddenly and in- 
explicably as the hypothesis that 
“death ends all'“ would necessitate. 

But the question has been answered 
as well as asked. Men have tried to 
reach finality and to escape from 
doubt. Poet and philosophy have 
contributed their answers, and this 
book of God, which is poetry, philoso- 
phy, reason and revelation, has come 
forward with the supreme answer. 

In poetry there is an outreach of soul 
which spurns the hard Hmits of cal- 
culating and severe reason, Poetry 
seems to waft us into the direct pres- 
ence of God, whilé slow, intellectual 
plodding leaves us still upon the dusty 
road. The great poets have been the 
great teachers. 

In philosophy ,such minds as those 
of Plato, Kant, Butler, Berkeley, Lotze, 
Ferrier, have not found it possible 
to stop short of the conclusion that 
life is a persistent entity. 

But the Bible stands at the crown 
and summit of human thought. Where 
intelllect dare not and cannot go, there 
faith may walk with all familiarity, as 
a man walks amid the flowers of his 
own garden. The classical passage is 
the fifteenth chapter of Paul's first let- 
ter to the Corinthians. Here we have 
a statement of fact, @ comparison of 
that fact with the denial of it. which 
the Corinthian wise men made, and 
lastly a line of suggestion from anal- 


ogy. 

The great fact is, Jesus Christ 
is risen from the dead, Certainty is 
thus reached in 1 oO 
are now free to réve amid the analo- 
gies in the great world about us. The 
resurrection of Jesus is the Christian's 
resting place, the haven where faith 
casts anchor. Ever and ever the ques- 
tion of the text will ring through our 
souls, May the Spirit of God show us 
the answer, as it ie in the divine Christ, 
FIRST.

Our text, in a simple, 
comprehensive way, meets the ques- 
tions over which men debate and specu- 


late: Who may properly be regarded 
as Christians? t are the marks of 
a Christian? 


Here is a. New Testament test of 
Christian character; one which goes to 
the bottom; one which meets all cir- 
cumstances. It is not as many as re- 
spect Christianity, have religious senti- 
ments, practice some or many of its 
principles, pay their debts, are quite 
charitable—these are the sons of God. 
Though in every child of God all these 
excellencieS must appear, they are 
effects of a deeper cause; the outward 
life of him in whom the Spirit of God is 
supreme. But as many as are shaped. 
governed by and obedient to the Spirit 
of God, these are the sons of God. 

There has been a great deal of senti- 
mentalism in regard to the fulfillment 
of the requirements of a Christian life. 
Some assume, as Prof. Bruce of Glas- 
gow put it the other day, ‘To be saintly 
you must be 
yourself all the joys of life,’ an assump 
tion which permeates all monkish as- 
ceticism, divorces happiness from good- 
ness, and sends harsh discords into 
It cannot 
be so. He who made everything 
beautiful, who thrilled all nature in 
the morning of creation with the music 
never. meant burdens 


esential elements in the Christian life. 
Nor do we need to hunt crosses or in- 
vent the disagreeable. While we are 
trying to put the man on the top of the 
animal, to subdue imperious appetites, 
and master meanness, we shall find our 
path inevitably through a straight gate, 
and along & narrow way, strewn with 
crosses.

Thomas Morehonse, the 
Coast representative ‘of the Southern 
California fruit exchanges, who has 
just arrived in Los Angeles ‘from Her- 
mosillo, Mexico, stated to a Times re- 
porter yesterday that he had succeeded 
in buying up three-fourths of this sea- 
son’s crop of oranges at Hermosillo and 
Guaymas for shipment to points in the 
United States. On his arrival in this 
city from New York last week he asked 
the permission. of the directors of the 
Southern California fruit exchanges to 


go to Mexico, under an arrangement he 


could make with some Eastern parties, 
to purchase the Sonora orange crop. 
He pointed out to them that as the 
Hermosillo and Guaymas oranges ma- 
tured so much lier than the South- 
ern California’ crop, they could be 
shipped and marketed and got out of 
the way before any orange shipments 
were made from here. The directors 
saw no objection to his doing so. In 
fact they thought it would be a good 
thing to do, as it would prevent oranges 
from that part of Mexico being dribbled 
out on the HBastern markets at the time 
the oranges from Southern California 
were being marketed. 

He reached Hermosillo on August 18 
and from there went over to Guaymas. 
Before leaving he made contracts for 
about one hundred carloads, all of 
which were made for and on account of 
J. H. Seward & Co. of Baltimore, in 
whose name he acted and for whom the 
‘purchases were made. The total crop 
of Sonora for this season is estimated 
at 140 carloads. They are all seedlings, 
and, as he stated, would be of fine qual- 
ty and desirable sizes.. He speaks 
highly of the condition of the fruit as 
shown on the trees in the groves he 
visited; he also said the growth was 
well advanced and the indications were 
that the crop would be ready to market 
this year earlier than it was last year. 

Under contracts he made growers 
will begin packing about October 10 to. 
15, and all are to be packed and shipped 
by December 15. The price paid is $1. 
Mexican silver, per box, which is equal 
ta about 54 cents American money. 
The size of the boxes is the California 
standard. These oranges are intended 
for the Eastern holiday trade, and as 
there will be but few, compared with 
previous years, on the market at that 
time from Florida or other places, the 
opinion is that these Sonora oranges 
will fetch good prices. 

Last year before the Eastern holiday 
trade had opened up, and before the 
big freeze had struck. it, Florida had 
shipped to New York and other East- 
ern points over two and one-half mil- 
lion boxes of oranges. Besides these 
large shipments from that State, there 
were also oranges from Mexico, Ja- 
maica and Cuba on the markets, mak- 
ing in all over two million seven hun- 
dred thousand boxes. This year it is 
estimated that the shipments from al! 
places prior to January 1, 1896, will not 
exceed 375,000 boxes, divided as follows: 
From Florida, 100, 000 boxes; Jamaica 
and Cuba, 125,000; Mexico (east and 
west coasts,) 150,000 boxes. 

When Mr. Morehouse left Hermosillo 
the rainy season was about over. The 
rains during July and August had been 
very copious, and in the natural order. 
of things in that section no more would 
tall until January or February of next 
year. This helps to make the packing 
season a favorable one, the nights be- 
ing so dry and cool as to permit the 
fruit being left out without injury from 


— 


imposed by the United States govern- 
ment on the wood, that is to say the 
boxes in which the oranges are packed. 
That was formerly done, but when it 
was shown that the boxes were made 
of American wood, sent from the United 
States to Sonora in shooks; the govern- 
ment issued instructions to allow the 
boxes to enter free. Nor is any duty}. 
imposed on the shooks going into So- 
nora by the Mexican government. The 
only duties now collected by the latter 
are 5 cents a kilo (about two and one- 
fifth: pounds) on nails, and 10 a 
kilo on the paper the. oranges 
wrapped in. This is equal to about 15 
cents on each box of oranges. - 

The United States duties on the fruit 
are 8 cents a cubic foot, and as the 
standard California box measures two 
cubic feet the duty amounts to 16 cents 
on each box of oranges. Broker’s fees 
and consular papers make about 2 cents } 
@ box more. These charges, added to 
the Mexican impost, make a total tax 
of 19% cents per box, not including 
freight. This latter is the same from 
Sonora as from Southern California 
points, $1.25 per 100 pounds, equal to 
90 cents a box to. Atlantic Coast points, 

It may be mentioned incidentally that 
Mr. Morehouse was the first man to 
ship Mexican oranges from Sonora in 
American boxes to the United States. 
That was in 1884 from Hermosillo. The 
following year he made shipments from 
Hermosillo and Guaymas, and in both 
cases the shipments proved successful. 


He says the oranges grown in Sonora away 
are generally acknowledged to be the 


best grown in Mexico. 

"There is one peculiar thing in connec- 
tion with Mexican oranges that is 
known and has been spoken of by deal- 
ers familiar with the oranges grown on 
the east coast of Mexico, that those 
raised on the bottom lands near the 
Gulf of Mexico. are frequently wormy. 
The worm is of the same color as the 
fruit, and so small in its earlier stages 
of wth as to be 
to the naked eye. Under a glass it is 
easily discerhable. It increases in size 
if the orange is allowed to over-ripen, 
and is described as a wriggler with a 
pin-pointed head. The supposition is 
that it is the product of a fly, peculiar 
to the low, warm, moist lands adjoin- 


ing the Gulf of Mexico, which deposits 


its egg in the blossom and which later 
germinates within the orange. It is not 
found on fruit grown on the higher 
lands. Examinations made by dealers 
show that the worm grows lengthwise 
with the tissue of the orange, instead of 
burrowing. This is an interesting fact 
which pomologists should inquire into. 

Speaking of the soil of the valley of 
the Sonora River, Mr. Morehouse said 


of citrus fruits. He saw some lemon 
trees from buds brought from River- 
side in this State, six years ago, on 
which there were at a fair estimate 1500 
lemons to the tree. They were of the 
Lisbon variety. Limes also do well, es- 
pecially the sweét lime. He thinks this 
latter could be grown successfully in 
Southern California, and that it would 
be liked for eating purposes, for in ad- 
dition to its bet sweet and juicy, it 
possesses in some degree the taste and 
aroma of the lemon.
